Gentlemen, 

It  is  an  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  each  year  Medical 
Officers  shall  present  a  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  districts  under  their  supervision,  with  a  statement  of 
of  any  noteworthy  conditions  prejudicial  to  health. 

INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT.  I  do  not  think 
I  need  hesitate  to  report  that  your  district  is  kept  under 
close  supervision,  both  as  regards  systematic  inspection  and 
special  inspection  in  the  case  of  the  receipt  of  reports  of 
insanitary  conditions  or  the  outbreak  of  any  of  the 
infectious  diseases. 

SEWERAGE  and  DRAINAGE.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  on  account  of  the  flat  gradient  of  the  sewers  that  a 
great  deal  of  time  has  to  be  spent  upon  flushing  and 
dredging. 
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The  settling  tanks  are  all  emptied  of  sludge  as  required, 
and  for  such  other  work  that  has  been  carried  out  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  sewerage  and  drainage  system  of  your 
district,  I  need  only  call  your  attention  to  the  report  kindly 
furnished  me  by  your  Surveyor  which  I  append  hereto,  and 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  every  effort  is  made  to  keep 
the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  your  district  up-to-date. 

WATER  SUPPLY.  In  spite  of  the  very  low  rainfall 
experienced  during  the  year  under  review,  it  has  never  been 
necessary  to  place  any  restriction  upon  the  use  of  water  ;  as 
to  the  quality,  even,  in  the  absence  of  a  recent  analysis,  I 
have  confidence  in  saying  that  it  is  beyond  suspicion. 

I  think  probably,  the  most  important  work  in  this 
department  has  been  the  substitution  of  190  yards  of  6  inch 
main  in  the  Springfield  Road  to  replace  the  old  4  inch  main. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL.  This  important  department 
of  sanitary  administration  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  carried  out  very  satisfactorily,  unfor¬ 
tunately  there  is  a  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  and  convenient 
tips  and  I  fear,  that  as  time  goes »  on,  this  difficulty  may 
increase,  although  one  can  think  of  any  amount  of  suitable 
sites  for  the  purpose  if  one  could  overcome  the  prejudice 
against  having  the  refuse  near  to  inhabited  houses.  When 
the  Bradford  System  of  Controlled  Tipping  is  adopted  as  in 
your  district  there  can  be  no  possible  nuisance,  and  in  this 
respect  I  am  bound  to  admit  that  I  have  been  obliged  to 
revise  the  opinion  which  I  held  only  a  short  time  ago. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS.  I  append  hereto  the 
report  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds’  Inspector  from  which 
it  will  be  observed  that  this  branch  of  work  is  efficiently 
carried  out.  A  supply  of  pure  milk  is  of  such  vital  import¬ 
ance  that  too  much  care  cannot  be  given  to  its  careful 
production.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  and  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
As  regards  the  Slaughter  Houses  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  speak 
in  more  favourable  terms  than  I  have  done  in  previous 
reports,  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  slaughtering  is 
carried  out,  positionally  and  structurally  the  buildings  leave 
a  great  deal  to  be  desired. 

As  for  the  inspection  of  meat  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is 
efficiently  carried  out,  as  the  report,  herewith,  of  the 
Inspector,  Mr.  Smith  is  ample  evidence.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  leave  to  present  to  you  my  yearly  report.  During

A  quantity  of  offal  and  57  livers  were  condemned 
and  destroyed. 

There  are  seven  registered  and  three  licensed  slaughter 
houses  in  your  area  all  of  which  are  kept  clean,  and  the 
removal  of  garbage,  lime-washing,  etc.,  carried  out  as 
required.

HOUSING.  The  Council  show  a  commendable  anxiety 
to  carry  out  the  various  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  as 
the  figures  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Hague  clearly 
show.  Houses  were  inspected  in  Swan  Street,  the  Billers 
and  Daltongate,  in  all  56  houses,  and  following  an  Inquiry 
by  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  on  the  1st  of  June,  an 
order  was  obtained  for  the  clearance  and  demolition  of  49 
of  the  dwellings-  In  all  139  families  have  been  provided 
with  alternative  accommodation,  and  69  houses  have  been 
demolished.  The  same  procedure  has  been  followed  as  in 
previous  years,  furniture  and  bedding  have  been  disinfected 
before  removal  to  the  new  house,  and  the  houses  to  be 
demolished  have  been  gassed-  Sixty  five  houses  have  been 
completed  during  the  year  and  there  are  64  in  course  of 
erection.  Since  the  slum  clearance  campaign  commenced 
297  houses  have  been  erected  or  are  in  course  of  erection,  to 
my  mind  a  quite  satisfactory  rate  of  progress.

Which  means  the  deaths  of  infants  before 
reaching  the  end  of  their  first  year  of  life.  I  find  that  9  deaths  have  occurred  at 
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In  dealing  with  a  small  birth-rate  any  variation  in  the  number  of 
infantile  deaths  should  not  be  viewed  seriously.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
of  the  recorded  deaths  only  one  could  be  looked  upon  as  being  preventable. 
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It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table  that  we  make 
a  very  fair  comparison  with  the  rest  of  the  country. 
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I  give  herewith  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  School 
Medical  and  Child  Welfare  Department  as  kindly  supplied 
by  Nurse  Holmes  to  whom  I  am  much  indebted.

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES.  Although  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Tubercular  Diseases  is  undertaken  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Department,  the  reports  of  cases,  are,  in  the 
first  instance  sent  to  me.  I  find  that  the  death-rate  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  from  Tuberculosis  of  other 
organs  is  the  same  0T0  per  1000,  from  both  diseases  together 
0'21  per  1000.  For  the  administrative  County  of  Lancashire, 
in  the  year  1936  the  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
was  0*46  per  thousand,  and  for  the  rest  of  England  and 
Wales  the  rate  was  0‘58  per  1000.

DIPHTHERIA.  There  has  been  no  prevalence  of 
Diphtheria.  Fifty  more  children  were  immunised  during 
the  year. 

TYPHOID  FEVER.  When  so  much  attention  is 
given  to  outbreaks  of  Typhoid  Fever,  one  would  like  to  be 
able  to  speak  with  something  like  definiteness  of  any  occurr¬ 
ences  of  the  disease,  but  I  fear  that  in  the  two  cases  notified 
I  am  net  able  to  do  so.  Strange  to  say  both  were  inmates 
of  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  both  were  admitted  to  the 
Fever  Hospital  within  a  few  days  of  each  other  and  both 
had  undergone  an  operation  one  for  Uterial  Prolapse 
and  the  other  for  Ulcer  of  the  Stomach,  and  yet  there 
would  appear  to  be  no  connection  between  the  two  cases 
except  that  they  would  be  attended  by  the  same  nursing 
staff,  and  I  can  only  suggest  that  the  outbreak  may  have 
been  due  to  a  “carrier.” 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS.  There  have  been  no  deaths 
from  diseases  of  the,  so  called,  zymotic  type. 

INFEUENZA.  This  disease  was  so  extensively  prev¬ 
alent  during  January  that  it  was  necessary  to  close  all  the 
Fdementary  Day  Schools  ;  no  less  than  12  deaths  were  due 
to  the  disease. 
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HOSPITALS.  A  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  High  Carley  in  the  Ulverston  Rural  District, 
providing  112  beds  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
12  beds  at  Oubas  House,  Ulverston,  for  Tubercular  Children. 
There  are  no  Children’s  or  Maternity  Hospitals  in  the 
District.  There  is  accommodation  for  34  patients  at  the  High 
Carley  Hospital  for  patients  suffering  from  Infectious  Dis¬ 
eases,  this  is  under  the  management  of  the  Ulverston  Joint 
Hospital  Board. 

SMALL  POX.  Should  any  case  of  Small  Pox  arise 
in  the  district,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Kendal  Joint  Fever  Hospital  Board  to  admit  them  to  their 
Hospital  at  Kendal. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  Motoi  Ambulance 
provided  by  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  infectious  diseases, 
and  motor  ambulance  provided  for  non -infectious  diseases. 

Facilities  are  offered  the 
Medical  Practitioners  for  carrying  out  Laboratory  Invest¬ 
igations. 

In  concluding  my  report  I  must  not  omit  to  thank  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kind  assistance  and  co¬ 
operation,  and  I  feel  that  I  owe  a  special  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Mr.  Hague  and  his  staff,  for  without  their  assistance  the 
compilation  of  this  report  would  have  been  made  much  more 
difficult.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewers  have  been  inspected  regularly  arid  systematic¬ 
ally,  and  have  been  flushed  when  necessary. 

The  sewer  from  Sunderland  Terrace  to  Lund  Road  has 
been  dredged  owing  to  the  flat  gradient  obtaining. 

The  settling  tanks  at  Morecambe  Road,  Swarthmoor  and 
Sandhali  have  been  cleaned  out  when  necessary. 
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New  duplicate  detritus  tanks  have  been  constructed  on  the 
inlet  to  the  Morecambe  Hoad  settling  tanks. 

A  new  manhole  has  been  constructed  on  the  Union  Place 
sewer  to  facilitate  dredging. 

105  yards  of  9in.  sewer  has  been  laid  to  replace  the  defective 
6in.  sewer  from  back  Sun  Street  to  the  Lop  of  the  back  street 
behind  Garden  Terrace,  and  then  extended  for  140  yards  to 
drain  the  No.  8  Council  Housing  Scheme,  being  developed 
between  Ure  Mill  Lane  and  Mowings  Lane. 


207  yards  of  9in.  sewer  have  been  laid  along  Garden  Ter¬ 
race  and  Mowings  Lane  and  120  yards  of  bin.  surface  water 
sewer  laid  down  Mowings  Lane,  both  to  take  the  drainage  from 
the  New  Mowings  Estate,  being  developed  by  private  enterprise. 

290  yards  of  21in.  sewer  have  been  laid  from  the  More¬ 
cambe  Road  tanks  to  Hill  ball,  53  yards  of  2,lin.  pipes  laid  from 
a  manhole  opposite  the  Gas  Works  on  the  above  pipe  line,  to 
the  existing  main  sewer  at  the  bottom  of  the  Ellers  and  171 
yards  of  i5in.  sewer  laid  from  the  21in.  pipe  in  Hill  Fall  and 
connected  to  the  15in.  relief  sewer  in  Chapel  Street.  Six  man¬ 
holes  and  one  lamp-hole  were  included.
